THERE 
SEEMS TO BE a considerable difference of 
opinion among residents and business interests of Palm 
Springs on the issue of w hether the proposed Douglas 
plane testing project would be beneficial or injurious to 
the community. Some are of the opinion that it would be 
a distinct asset to the city because of its year-around 
payroll; others believe that it would injure the prim e at­ 
traction of Palm Springs as a pure desert resort. In dis­ 
cussing the subject with people of both schools of 
thought we have found that there is just as wide a differ­ 
ence of opinion on what is a plane testing plant. Some 
have gone so far as to believe that Douglas expects to 
m anufacture planes here; if not at the start at least some 
time in thc future. 
All of which leads us to the logical question: Just what 
constitutes a plane testing plant? To reach an intelligent 
opinion on the subject, one must certainly know the 
answer to that question. Yet we have heard a great many 
conflicting ideas as to just what the operation would be. 
As a m atter of fact we are a bit in the dark ourselves? 
In as much as the Douglas people have said a num­ 
ber of times that they did not want to come here against 
the wishes of the people, it seems that the company 
should explain fully to the people just what its operations 
would be at the local airport. Such a statem ent would 
serve as a basis for discussion backed by facts. While 
there are many who believe that any light industrial 
operation close to the city would be a blow to the tourist 
business, there are undoubtedly a great number who are 
willing to reserve a definite opinion until they are better 
informed. 
W ith this in mind, The Desert Sun proposes th at 
Douglas furnish this newspaper with a delailed statem ent 
concerning proposed operations at Palm Springs airport 
if the door is opened to Ihem. Among a great many 
questions that should he answered are the following: 
How many people would be employed here, and 
w hat would be the average wage? 
Would the tenure of employment be long enough 
to induce employees to own their own homes here? 
Would executives of the company be visiting Palm 
Springs frequently? 
How many planes would be tested here at one 
time and w hat types would they be?

County Supervisor Homer Var­ 
ner W ednesday outlined a un­ 
ique plan to bring the county’s 
vast and far-away desert terri­ 
tory closer to the county seat at 
Riverside. 
He said he may propose the in­ 
stallation of leased telephone 
wires from the county courthouse 
to Indio and to Blythe (175 miles 
from Riverside) for free use by 
citizens doing business with the 
county. 
Courthouse officials said the 
plan would be, as far as thev 
know, the first of its kind in any 
county in the nation. 
VARNER SAID the leased wires 
might reduce the demand for ex­ 
panded branch county court­ 
houses in those communities and 
others in the eastern end of the 
county. 
“It would save them a lot of 
money and time,” Varner said. 
"The way things are now, if a 
property owner has some busi­ 
ness to take care of in some de­ 
partm ent of the county govern­ 
ment he must either call long 
distance at his own expense or 
else make a long trip as much 
as 175 miles, to the courthouse.” 
VARNER, whose district in­ 
cludes. besides the Palm Springs 
area, Indio and Blythe and the 
eastern end of the county, con­ 
tended that citizens in the east­ 
ern end of the county must be 
given more convenient service. 
He said a man who has had 
to pay the bills for long distance 
telephone calls from Blythe to 
the county courthouse is a man 
who becomes more receptive to 
talk of forming a new county or 
territory in the eastern part of 
the existing county. 
Varner also said he may urge 
the supervisors to hold frequent 
hearings in the Indio-Blythe area 
in order “to let tthose people 
know the board is interested in 
them and to get a better under­ 
standing of their problems.” 
VARNER ADDED: “I know 
there will be complaints about 
the expense involved in these 
proposals. But I think we may
